TO REPTILE. EXPERT 


Serum Injections Fail - to 
Halt Deadly Poison. 


New York.—For more than 20 years 
Charles E. Snyder, former head keep- 
er of mammals. and--reptiles at the 
New York zoological garden in Bronx 
park, befriended snakes. 

He fed them, made pets of some, 
and pointed to theff comparutive 
harmlessness and atility in public lec- 
tures. 

His interest in reptiles led the vet- 
eran keeper on periodic trips to cap- 
ture more of them. One morning. 
in the Ramapo meéuntains, one of 
them struck for the liberty of its 
mate, which was almost in Snyder's 
grasp. The former keeper died, a 
victim of rattlesnake poison which 
anti-venom serum failed to halt. 

Ssrum Rushed to Hospital. 

Dr. Raymond L. Ditmars, curator of 
mammals and reptiles at the Bronx 
zoo, had rushed serum to him at the 
Good Samaritan hospital in Suffern, 
N:. -Y. 

Snyder, ‘who was fifty-seven, died 
about 24 hours after the two poison 
fangs had sunk into the back of his 
left hand. It took him five hours to 
reach the hospital, a delay which was 
held responsible for his death, al- 
though even after such a lapse of time 
the failure of the serum to counteract 
the polson was considered unusual. 

There was no trepidation in Sny- 
der's mind as he strack into the Ram- 
apo woods, accompanied by Pau} 
Snyder, a friend and snake enthusi- 
ast. 

They were on Little Tor mountain, 
pursuing separate trails 100 yards 
apart, when Snyder saw a rattler be- 
tween four and five feet long gliding 
over-a rock ledge near his feet. 

As the snake squirmed into a cre 
vasse Snyder ducked to catch its tail 
s0 that he might swing it out with 
a quick jerk into the open and pin it 
With a forked stick he was carrying. 

Sinks Fangs in Hand. 

As he stooped, another snake, ap- 
parently the mate of the first reptile, 
lunged from a hiding place in the 
grass. It sank its fangs into the hand. 
Snyder shrank back calling to his 
friend, and the reptiles took to cover. 

With his companion at his side, Sny- 
der sucked the two wounds, sought to 
squeeze out the polson and used a 
handkerchief as a tourniquet about his 
arm to shut off the circulation. Hos- 
pital and serum treatment followed, 
but to no ayail.

-In-due course 
they are dug up fram the mulch and 
placed where they can be packed fur 
murket on short notice.”

11,500,000 Wed in India 
- Under Age of Fifteen 


London.—The extent of child mar- 
riage in India was shown recently by 
official figures which reveal that there 
are. 8,500,000 wives and 8,000,000 hus- 
bands under fifteen years of age. 

The figures are contained in a new 
Statistical abstract for India, which 
the secretary of state for India has 
just distributed to: the membegs of 
parliament. 

According to these statistics, there 
are 110,684 husbands and 218,463 
wives under five years of age, while 
575,405 husbands and. 2,016,687 wives 
are between the ages of five and ten. 
The total jumps still higher between 
the ages of ten and fifteen, with 
2,334,066 husbands and 6,330,267 
wives. Between fifteen and twenty 
there are about 4,000,000 husbands 
and 9,000,000 wives. 

The figures also show that about 
400,000 Indian: girls are widows before 
the age of fifteen. Of these, 15,139 
are baby widows under five years of 
age, 102,293 between five and ten, and 
279,124 between ten and fifteen.

O SAIL on one of the cargo 

boats from Constantinople that 

feels its way, according to the 

avaflable freight, from: port to 
port along the shores of the sea of 
Marmora, is to obtain a charming 
mixture of contrasting ages. 

Perhaps you will touch first at the 
Princes islands, which can be visit- 
ed by motor boat. Of these, Halki 
especially breathes of an untouched 
simplicity and charm whith is the 
more appreciated when offe’s marine 
glasses reveal across the way the 
cloudy city where live Constanti- 
nople’s teeming thousands. 

Instead of the monster summer 
hotels which the proximity of an 
American metropolis would bring to 
such a spot, one finds nothing of Con- 
stantinople among these _pine-dark- 
ened, sea-commanding heights except 
hill-topping monasteries, where me- 
dieval emperors, blinded or in chains, 
passed their exile. 

Sheep bells tinkle among the olive 
orchards. Down. the road, with his 
laden donkey, comes the seller of 
charcoal or drinking water. In the 
tinv square sit silent, net-mending 
fishermen. And that ifs all, except the 
monastery bell clanging its angelus 
under the glow of a sea sunset. Con- 
stantinople might be oceans away. 

The exile ground of emperors and 
dogs—that spells the melancholy his- 
tory of these lovely islands. Constan- 
tinople’s age-old dog pest developed 
under the Koran’s benign injunction 
of kindness to dumb creatures—a 
stumbling block - which. the young 
Turks of 1908 sought to circumvent 
by offering the entire canine popula- 
tion to a Christian glove manufactur- 
er. Upon his declining this dog conces- 
sion they shipped the round-up of 
pariahs to barren Oxia, one of the 
Princes group, where the outcasts in- 
continently devoured one another. 

From the islands It is only a step 
across the Marmora to its AsSiatic 
coast, and a forty mile run up the 
charming gulf of Ismid. A dirty hill- 
side town, passingly enchanting under 
the springtide glow of fruit blossoms, 
turns out to be all that remains of 
Nicomedia, the one proud city of Dio- 
cletian (modern Ismid). 

But Rome’s bridges have outlasted 
her empire, and a few years ago the 
inhabitants of Greek villages which 
had keen burned by Kemalist irregu- 
lars. came thronging across the stone 
archways bullt of old for the passage 
of Reman legions into Asia Minor. 

Relics of German Ambition. 

Descending the gulf, one passes at 
Derindje a relic of the latest bid for 
‘empire in the shape of a vast ware- 
house containing a millien and a half 
square feet of floor space, constructed 
by German engineers for the storage 
of ‘grain arriving over: the Bagdad 
railway. - ; 

Still farther along, at Hereke, {fs a 
palace which was built almost over- 
night. by Sultan Abdu! Hamid for the 
purpose of entertaining -his friend 
William when, in 1910, the German 
emperor passed en toute for his tour 
in Syria and Palestine. Here, in this: 
charming, sea-bordered villa, sultan: 
and emperor dined and chattered fer 
three hours, while the special train’ 
waited; then they parted, and this. 
creation for one Ar&bian night, un-; 
tenanted before or since, passed into 
the realm of yesterdays. 


A few hours’ run along the Asiatic 
coast brings one’s ship within sight of - 
the somnolent little port of Mudania, 
where the victory-flushed Kemalists. 
decided not to swoop across the allied- 
held straits to Constantinople. 

Olives are taken aboard and you 


‘find that you will have time, if you 


choose, to visit nearby Brusa. . 

Snaking upward through the hills 
lie narrow-gauge rails, and a wheezy 
toot froma toy train warns that it 
positively will not delay its departure 
beyond half an hour or so on your ac 
ecunt, You catch it in just twenty 
minutes, and are politely thanked by 
the engineer for not having kept him 
waiting longer. 

Gradually widening vistas, where 
mile on mile of olive and mulberry 
groves clothe the sea-skirting hills, re- 
veal the countryside’s two staples. 
The olive, the cocoon, the senbvard—. 


for centuries the Anatolian Greek |. 


identified himself with thig trio. The. 
trio remains; but the Greek, betause” 
ot the post-war’ shift of populattong 
has deported. 

Rising ahead the Asian Olympus re 


calls by its very name that Greek 
colonists were here, christening land- 
marks in honor of sacred spots at 
home, many eenturies before the 
Turks began their big westward push 
across Asia Minor. 

Along the flanks of overshadowing 
Olympus, Brusa seatters itself like 
some great patch of white wild flow- 
ers, ulmost fairylike in its aerial grace, 
with mosque domes resembling rich 
blossoms and minarets the slender 
stalks, as they rise against the somber 
cypress groves. So many mosques 
are there that one is tempted to 
imagine that, flowerlike, they seated 
themselves at random whenever spring 
winds blew. “A walk for each day in 
the year, a mosque each walk,” runs 
the proverb of Brusa. 

Slik industry of Brusa, 

Today the sultan and sulitana of 
Brusa are a pair of white, brown- 
spotted worms. Indeed, they produce 
a royal fabric. whereby, to Near East- 
ern peoples, the name Brusa connotes 
silk, just as Kimberly connotes dia- 
monds. Moreover, a Brusan treats 
them as royalty to the extent of turn- 
ing his house over to them in the 
feeding season; for whenever his at- 
tic floor becomes covered with mul- 
berry leaves, each with its hungry 
worm, he carpets the rooms down- 
stairs with more leaves and sleeps out 
in the garden. 

During the war, when the silk fac- 
tories were destroyed, the workers dis- 
persed, and the very mulberry trees 
cut down for fuel, Brusa’s ancient in- 
dustry was, to all appearances, dead; 
but in 1919 returning refugees found, 
to their amazement, that {ts germ had 
survived. A mere handful of old wom- 
en, who had remained in the town, had 
saved a few mulberry trees and had 
guarded, season after season, the 
cycle of cocoon, moth, hatched-out 
eggs, and feeding worm. In time of 
war they had prepared for peace. 

The silkworm has a voracious appe- 
tite for a creature 3% inches long, and 
during its brief life of thirty duys It 
consumes six times its own weight in 
mulberry leaves. 

After this sumptuous repast, and 
having .shed its skin four times, it 
spins around itself a cocoon made of 
a doubte fiber of silk, each fiber be- 
ing not uncommonly 400 yards long. 
A fortnight iater it softens the inclos- 
ing silk with its saliva, then pushes 
forth as a moth. . : 


After pairing, the female moth, lays 
400 eggs or more; then, her usefulness 
over, she dies. The cultivator, having 
chosen the best eggs for breeding pur- 
poses, incubates them for thirty days, 
at a temperature well below hlood 
heat, when a fresh crop of worms is 
hatched? : 

The cocéons chosen for the silk fac: 
tory are steamed, so as to.kill the in- 
closed life. Thep they are steeped tn 
basins of hot water; the gelatmoug 
matter tg.:thereby softened, and ma- 
chines begin to wind off the silk fila- 
ment. This Isso fine as to be invisible 
to the casual glance, and the attached 
cocoon, bobbing abeut in the hot wa- 
ter like an animated peanut, seems al- 
most alive. ~ A =

SOME HOT WEATHER DISHES 

As gelatin makes such an agreeable 
food, saving -more expensive protein 
_ foods, It is. espe- 

clally adapted to 
hot weather. 

Superior Salad. 
-—Dissolve a 
package of lemon 
gelatin in one 
cupful of boiling 
water, add one 
cupful of pear juice, one tablespoon- 
ful of lemon juice, one-fourtb tea- 
spoonful of salt, four halves of 
into 
small pieces and one cream cheese. 
Prepare the gelatin. Soften the cheese 
with a little cream, add the salt and 
a dash of paprika. fFoid tuto the 
gelatin smali bails of the cheese. 
Turn into molds and chill. Serve on 
lettuce with mayonnaise. Pineapple 
in place of pears also makes a fine 
salad. 

Summer Plum Pudding.—Dissolve 
one puckage of lemon gelatin in one 
cupful of boiling water. Add one 
fourth teaspoonful of salt, one and 
one-third cupfuis of any fruit juice, to 
three-fourths of a cupful of spice 
Cake crumbs, three-fourths of a cup 
ful of chopped walnuts, one-half cup- 
ful of raisins, one-half cupful of 
chopped prunes, one-fourth cupful of 
finely shredded citron and one +tea- 
spoonfu! of grated orange peel. Mix 
all togethér and chill until firm. Serve 
with sweetened waipped cream or a 
soft custard, flavored with grated 
orange rind. 

Cherry, Prune Jelly—Wasb and 
soak over night one-chird of a pound 
of large prunes. Cook in the same 
water until tender. Remove the pits 
and measure the liquid—there should 
be a cupful, {f not add other fruit 
juice. Dissolve a package of cherry 
gelatin in a cupful of boiling water. 
chill, add the prunes when quite 
thick, mold and chill. Serve with 
cream. 

Banana fluff.—Rub four ripe ba- 
nanas through a sieve and add to dis- 
solved lemon gelatin when it has be- 
come cool. When almost set beat well 
with an egg beater until a very stiff 
froth. Pile lightly in glasses and 
chi: . garnish .with..a maraschino 
cherry. 

Seasonable Good Things. 

For a change from the ordinary 
cabbage salad, try this, which ig u 

little unusual: 

Cabbage Salad.—Take 
two cupfuls of finely 
chopped cabbage, one 
cupful of chopped pine 
apple, and one cupful of 
peanuts rolled and bro 
ken like coarse crumbs. 
Mix well with one-half 
cupful of boiled dressing 
and serve on lettuce. 

Florida Mustard Pickles.—Take one 
quart each of cabbage (shredded), 
onions, green tomatoes and cucum- 
bers, two green peppers, two red pep- 
pers. Pour three quarts of boiling 
water with one cupful of salt over 
the vegetables. Let stand over night. 
The next morning press out the wa- 
ter and add one quart of vinegar, one- 
half cupful of good dry mustard mixed 
with two cupfuls of sugar, one-half 
cupful of flour, one tahblespoonful of 
celery, seed, one tablespoonful of tur- 
merle and one teaspoonful of mustara 
seed. Cook until thick. 

Cabbage Supreme—To one-fourth 
cupful of butter add two tablespoon- 
fuls' of Aour ‘and cook’ ‘until well 
browned, add.two cupfuls of ‘strained 
tomato Juice, one cupful .of stock, five 
peppercorns, one bay = leaf, three 
cloves, one tablespoonful each of.sugar 
and minced onion. Stir-unti! ft. boils 
and cook twenty minutes, Put through 
@ strainer and add to three cupfols of 
shredded cabbage and one-fourth cup- 
fal of minced green peppers. Cook 
uncovered until the cabbage is ten- 
der. Serve with hard-cgoked eggs as 
a garnish. 

‘ Tomato Marmalade.—To each quart 
ef tomatoes measured after they have 
heen peeled, cut and cooked, add two 
pounds of sugur, two oranges and one 
lemon. lLemove the pulp of the 
oranges and lemons and cut into 
strips. Coak the peel in boiling water 
until tender,. Put. all -the ingredients 
together and cook untit the strips of 
peel are transparent--aboyt two 
hours. Séal in glasses. \ 

Crystallized Grapefruit. Peel.—Select 
bright thick peel, wasb carefully and 
rub over.a-grater tightly to: break the 
oll cells. Cut the peel into quarters 
and remove the pulp; cbf tito strips 
one-hclf inch’ in width. Weigh, then 
to each quart of peel add three pints 
of cold water. Boll ten: ainutes and 
pour off the water; repeat fhree timee 
to remoye some of the bitter flavor.

Uncle Sam Offers His 
Employees an Outing 


Uncle Sam is preparing an outing 
for his employees this summer, 
through the co-operation of the Alaska 
railroad, whieh is operated by the gov- 
ernment. 

The outing embraces a_ specially 
conducted tour ‘from the Capital to 
Fairbanks, Alaska, leaving Washing- 
ton August 25 and returning 32 days 
later. The expenses of all kinds will 
be grouped under one lump sum, which 
will be between $520 and $550. 

The entire round trip will total 11,- 
000 miles of travel and will include 
both rail and steamship journeys. 
If sufficient people arrange to take the 
trip, special trains will be run from 
Washington to Seattle, and steamers 
from Seattle to Alaska will be run ex- 
clusively for the excursionists. 

While Alaska is. the principal goal 
of the trip, efforts will be made to 
show as much of the western part of 
the United States as possible: One 
day, for instance, will be devoted to 
sightseeing trips around Salt Lake City, 
and Columbia River gorge, in Wash- 
ington, will be on the itinerary. The 
northern trip from Seattle will be 
through the famous scenic inside pas- 
sage:
